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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 6-9, 12-15, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In each of the independent claims, in paragraph (a), "the stores" lacks 
antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-3, 6-9, 12-15, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shavit et al. '156 in view of Perkowski (US 5,950,173). 

Shavit et al. discloses or inherently teaches all of the limitations of the claims 
(See for example Col. 12, lines 42-53); but the reference lacks the specific teaching of: 
the advertising being from a "non-supply chain participant", and a charge required for 
the advertising. 

Perkowski £ 173 teaches a similar system whereby advertising for manufacturers 
(i.e., for supply chain participants) is done by "their advertisers" (i.e., not a supply chain 
member; See Perkowski Col. 5, lines 37-38). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify Shavit et al. to have the advertising be from a non-supply chain 
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participant, as is well known in the art of advertising, in order to allow professional 
"advertisers" to promote a manufacturers products. 

It would have been an obvious design choice to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention to modify Shavit et al. to charge for the advertising, in order to 
provide a source of revenue for the advertiser in order to maintain the service and to 
stay in business, as is well known in the art.
